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1. The Planum military construction enterprise was ordered, in October 1949, 
to undertake urgently the building of Zaluzani Airport. Desision for 
this construction, not foreseen by the Plan, was made at the same timo 
am order was given te cease further construction by Planum enterprise of 
Kovin Airport. In Air Force command circles it waa alleged that Kevin 
Airpert was moved to Zaluzani, and that only training craft would bea left 
in Kovin. In this manner, Kovin Airport has become an alrport for flight. 
training, otherwise serving only in an auxiliary military airport capacity. 
2. Planum enterprise's 1949 assignment included: 


a. Extension of Zaluzani Airport. (54,000 cubic meters of earth had to 
be moved and 2,150,000 square meters of surface anoothed. ) 


b. Drainage of all extended surfaces. 
& Priority construction of approximately thirty M.N.O. ( sic) barracks, 
dad. Construction of approximately twenty D.S.H.12 (sic) barracks. 
The 1949 investment in Zaluzani's construction was 68,000,000 dinars. 
3 Planum enterprise's 1950 assignment included: 


a Construction of reinforced cement hangar bases, platforms, and a 
surface of 1,640 square meters. 


b. Construction of reinforced cement bases for four pipe--shaped hanpars.. 
ce, Construction of sixteen M.N.O. (sic) barracks. 

d. Construction of twenty D,S.H.12 ( Sic) barracks. 

was additionally provided that, if nesded and by ordes of General Start 
Headquarters, the work sould be enlarged. Since the airport had to be 


constructed with great urgency, i+ was under constant supervision of 
General Staff Yeadquarters. UDA and other organs. Air Forse Commander 
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Lieutenant General Zdenko Ulepic also supervised the construction. 

The order concerning construction carried the threat of a trial by 
military court for sabotage if the assigned task was not accomplished. 
The Planum military enterprise completed their 19)9 work assignment 
with the aid of 600 soldiers of the Yugoslav Military Air Force, since 
there were not enough civilian workers and engineering units and the 
employment of peasanta was strictly forbidden. To accelerate the work 
several machines wera shipped frou Stara Pagova~Batajnica Airport, 
including: 

a. Four bulidozers of 120 horsepower. 

b. Two scrapers, 2.50 cubic meter capacity. 

c. One excavating shovel of the Skoda type. 

d. 3.2 kilometers of track, 0.60 m. gauge. 

6 Eighty small wagons. 

f. Sixty locomotives. 


The cement (of C-500 apecification) for the airport was shipped from 
_Podsused, and the gravel from Vrbas. 


Although construction contimes,Air Force troops are now in Zalugani, 
perhaps an Air Force division. In addition to the many barracks built 


for the troops by the Planum enterprise, an airport construction 
detachment is constructing additional barracks.
